viet Premier Khrushchev to 
iroaden his proposal for a 
worldwide nonaggression pact 
to outlaw "indirect" as well as 
direct aggression and provide 
greater security for West Ber- 
lin. 


In a letter made public today,

Johnson Sees 
Prosperity If

independence without a shot be- 
ing fired. Retaining British offi- 
cials in his government, Nyer- 
ere has worked hard to try to 
improve Tanganyika's econom- 
ic lot. 


He continued to be a moder- 


ate voice in turbulent African 
politics, but he has been under 
pressure from extremist ele- 
ments in his own party to take 
a tougher line. 


Dar es Salaam, which over- 


looks the bay facing Zanzibar, 
is a port city with a population 
of about 140,000.

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Johnson placed heavy empha- 
sis on declaring the peace aims 
of his foreign policy instead of 
replying at length to points in 
Khrushchev's letter to which he 
and his advisers strongly ob- 
jected. 


Johnson did reassert, howev- 


er, the U.S. commitment "to 
the peaceful unification of Ger- 
many" and to Nationalist China 
and he declared U.S. "forces 
and bases abroad are for col- 
lective defense." 


Johnson's four guidelines cov- 


ered these major points: 


1. All governments or "re- 


gimes" — which would include 
Red China—"shall abstain from 
the direct or indirect threat or 
use of force" to change interna- 
tional boundaries or dividing 
lines established by internation- 
al practice, to upset truce 
agreements, or to alter existing 
arrangements for access to or 
administration of areas where 
the arrangements are 
estab- 


lished by international agree- 
ment or practice. This first 
guideline would also ban the 
use of threat or of force by any 
government to enlarge its con- 
trol of territory by overthrowing 
"established authority." 


2. The prohibition on aggres- 


sive action "shall apply re- 
gardless of the direct or indi- 
rect form which such threator 
use of force might take, wheth- 
er in the form of aggression, 
subversion, or clandestine sup- 
ply of arms' 'and regardless of 
the reasons given or of any 
questions of diplomatic recogni- 
tion or differences in political 
systems. 


3. The nations involved in any 


serious dispute "shall seek a 
solution by peaceful means" in- 
cluding the possibility of action 
through the United Nations or 
a regional U.N. agency. 


4. The obligations covered in 


the guideline "would have to be 
quite generally observed" and 
would not impair the "inherent 
right of self defense" which is 
recognized by the U.N. charter. 


Johnson 
said 
the 
United 


States believes the peacekeep- 
ing processes of the United Na- 
tions and particularly its secu- 
rity council "should be more 
fully used and strengthened." 


'•In conclusion with our al- 


lies," the President wrote Khru- 
shchev, "we shall offer specific 
proposals along these lines in 
the weeks ahead. Both the Ge- 
neva Disarmament Conference 
and the United Nations are ap- 
propriate places for t>uch dis- 
cussions."
